When going after federal 
money let’s get federal 
money for projects of per¬ 
manent value. 

Let’s get federal money 
that will leave us with a 
real junior college. 

The junior college bond 
issue proposal seems to me 
to be a perfectly plain op¬ 
portunity. 

We face the fact, as we 
have for some years past, 
that Santa Ana needs an 
adequate junior college 
plant more than it needs 
anything else. 

The junior college is 
here to stay. It has a per¬ 
manent place, and a high¬ 
ly valuable place, in the 
community — a place that 
mighty few persons would 
want to see disturbed. Its 
main handicap is in its 
grounds and buildings. We 
cannot expect to go on in- 
defintely with make-believe 
college buildings scattered 
along Main street, through 
the Y. M. C. A. building 
and way stations. 

We have a chance to do 
something about it in a 
reasonable, business - like 
way. 

I’ll make this prediction: 
If Santa Ana builds this 
junior college now, nobody 
in all the years to come 
will regret it. 


SAN QUENTIN, Calif. (.B—Al¬ 
bert Dyer, 33, was harrged on the 
gallows of San Quentin pri.son to¬ 
day for the assault slaying of 
three school girls in an Inglewood 
park June 26. 1937. 

Dyer , dropped through the trap 
at 10:03 a. m., and was pronounced 
dead 13 minutes later. He was 
calm when taken from the death 
cell near the execution chamber. 

A former WPA schooi crossing 
guard. Dyer was convicted Aug. 
26, 1937, of luring Madeline and 
Melba Everett, sisters, 9 and V 
years of age, respectively, and 
Jeanette Stephens, 8, to a lonely 
spot in Centinela park in Ingle¬ 
wood, and of garrotlng them and 
violating their bodies. 

During a heavy wind about 2 
a. m. today, a blue carrier pigeon 
flew through the window to the 
gallows room. The pigeon was no¬ 
ticed on the rafter shortly before 
Dyer was brought into the death 
chamber. Guards were unable to 
catch the pigeon, but succeeded 
in forcing its flight to rafters in 
condemned row. 

Most of the spectators were 
peace officers from Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and newspapermen. One of 
the spectators fainted and was 
hurried from the gallows chamber 
to an office for attention of the 
pri.son physician. 

Dyer made a confe.ssion after 
the bodies were found, but repudi¬ 
ated the statement during the 
trial. Prosecution alienists testi¬ 
fied Dyer was sane but said he was 
sadistic and .sexually perverted. 
After a 43-hour deadlock, a jury 
of seven men and five women con¬ 
demned him to death. 

The conviction was affirmed by 
the .supreme court. Justice Douglas 
Edmonds remarking in his opinion 
that “his story is that of a de¬ 
generate fiend.’’ 


Warren Marr, 37, confidenca 
man extraordinary who once es¬ 
caped an officer and eluded chase 
for two years, today pleaded guilty 
to three felony counts and was 
sentenced to prison by Superior 
Judge G. K. Scovel. 

Marr appeared before Judge 
Scovel to plead guilty to two 
counts of violation of the state 
corporate securities act, charged 
in a grand jury indictment issued 
two years ago, and to a felony 
count of escaping from custody 
of Bailiff Frank Daw.son on Oct. 
21, 1936, while in Pasadena under 
court order. 

OTHER COUNTS DISCUSSED 

Sentences decreed by the court 
will run concurrently. Each is a 
maximum of 10 years. 

Marr also had faced three other 
counts of violation of the secur¬ 
ities act and four counts of grand 
theft in connetion with his oper¬ 
ations. but these were dismi.ssed 
by the court when he pleaded 
guilty to the three felony charges. 

Specifically, the charges to 
which Marr pleaded under the 
grand jury indictment were of 
bilking John Todd McClelland and 
Edwin G. Maier in 1936 stock 
transactions. 

SEVEN YEARS 

With Marr before the court two 
years ago under the grand jury 
indictment was A. M. Acree, who 
subsequently was sentenced to 
San Quentin prison. Marr will 
join him there. 

With the sentences decreed to 
run concurrently, and with the 
three counts to which he pleaded 
guilty, Marr faces at least seven 
years in the penitentiary before 
he will be eligible to ask parole, 
it was reported. 

Authorities divulged that Man’s 
health is poor and expressed 
doubt that he would stand the 
rigors of prison life despite his 
comparatively youthful years. He 
is suffering from stomach ulcers, 
and his condition is regarded as 
serious by county hospital .at¬ 
taches, it was learned.

Previously infbrmed sources 
said the government had decided 
on suppression of the storm troops 
of the Sudeten ieader, Konrad 
Henlein, who had fled into Ger¬ 
many from a warrant for his ar¬ 
rest on charges of sedition. 

SPLIT REPORTED 

These decisions were taken as 
continued disorders in the Sudeten 
areas continued with reports of 
a split between radical and con¬ 
servative Sudeten factions over 
Heniein’s proclamation of yester¬ 
day, demanding annexation of the 
Sudeten country to the German 
Reich. It was this proclamation 
that led to the charge of treason 
against him. 

This created the possibility that 
one section might accept renewed 
negotiations with the Prague gov¬ 
ernment. 

Otto Ritter, a Sudeten German 
district leader at Esch, told au¬ 
thorities none of Konrad Heniein’s 
followers had any knowledge that 
Henlein intended issuing the de¬ 
fiant manifesto for union of Sude- 
tcnland with Germany. 

.ARMS TO BE SURRENDERED 

A "large" part of the Sudeten 
German ranks, Ritter declared, 
were "disagreeably surprised.” He 
gave no indication, however, of 
how many members were in¬ 
volved. 

Enthusiasm for the Sudeten 
German campaign continued in 
the Sudeten areas although there 
were no reports of new violence. 

The regional government of the 
province of Bohemia ordered a 24- 
hour time limit in which all resi¬ 
dents of 63 provincial political 
districts must surrender all arms 
and munitions they may have 
concealed. 

STRIKES AND SABOTAGE 
« These steps came as strikes, 
sabotage and bloodshed stalked 
the Sudeten region. 

The Bohemian government pro¬ 
vided punishment of prison terms 
ranging from one month to five 
years for failure to obey the order" 
to surrender arms.

Within two weeks. Orange coun¬ 
ty’s beaches will be freed of the 
nuisance of sewage water dump¬ 
ing into the ocean at the mouth 
of the Santa Ana river. 

Engineer J. L. McBride predict¬ 
ed today that within another two 
weeks the sewage water will be 
back into the repaired section of 
the outfall sewer line, and dump¬ 
ing 3000 feet out to sea. 

McBride said that more than a 
mile of the sewer line, damaged 
by the March flood, had been re¬ 
paired from the river mouth north¬ 
ward to Victoria street. It is 
hoped to pump the sewage water 
at that point from the river into 
the repaired section of the line. 
From the beach, the line reaches 
3000 feet into the ocean. 

Sewage water will still flow In 
the river above Victoria street, 
however, until the upper sections 
of the line are repaired, it was 
announced. 

The sewage water has been run¬ 
ning into the ocean at the mouth 
of the river, much to the discom¬ 
fort of beach residents, since the 
March flood wrecked the line.

Haaland, the senator has pledged 
himself to support the plan and 
devote his efforts to enacting it 
into law.

Senator Nye in his letter, a por¬ 
tion of which is being quoted be¬ 
low makes it plain that he be¬ 
lieves the Townsend plan offers 
the only real solution to the prob¬ 
lem of restricted buying power In 
America. I quote from tne sen¬ 
ator's letter; 

"You have been so considerate 
that I feel I owe you a letter which 
will most definitely reveal to you 
my views upon the Townsend Re¬ 
covery plan as incorporated in HR 
4199. If it be your wish to pub¬ 
lish or share this letter with 
others it is your privilege. I am 
myself taking the liberty of ad¬ 
dressing copies of this to others 
who, like yourself, have been in¬ 
viting my cooperation. 

“Knowing what all wars have 
done to economic structures, and 
knowing that however well we 
accomplish recovery from the de¬ 
pression, engagement in an other 
war on a large scale will destroy 
that recovery, I remain Insistent 
that the great task before America 
today is the prevention of more 
war. 

OTHER PROBLEMS 

"But I am equally insistent that 
there are other factors In our 
modem life that are constantly 
tending to make our econonUo 
going difficult If not impossible. 
To them we must be developing 
enlarged thought. 

“Because the Townsend Recov¬ 
ery plan goes to these factors more 
thoroughly than does any other 
plan yet conceived I have pledged 
it my support and my vote. 

“We ail agree that we desperate¬ 
ly need increased buying power in 
this country. That increased buy¬ 
ing power would at once mean 
increased opportunity for produc¬ 
tion and the employment gainfully 
of more labor. 

“We are all agreed too, that a 
great need these days is to get the 
money of the land in circulation. 
Likewise, we are agreed that we 
are far behind the times In pro¬ 
viding for the aged; in affording 
an adequate compensation and se¬ 
curity In old age, such as would 
take from the ranks of those em¬ 
ployed such numbers as were en¬ 
titled to Qomforts and freedom 
from toil after years of service. 
Thereby, and at the same time, 
make room for the younger who 
were strong and needing gainful 
employment to sustain lives and 
morale. 

“Now where is the national pro¬ 
gram that would go to all those 
causes and desires and accomplish 
the goals we are agreed should be 
accomplished? I insist that the 
Townsend plan Is the one and only 
one that even approximates the di¬ 
rection. The plan is utterly logical 
when it is viewed in the light of 
present day agreed needs.”

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TRUCKS TO GET 
SPECIAL CHECK 
BY PATROLMEN 

By "CAP” MEEHAN 

Immediate increased activity in 
enforcing headiight laws through¬ 
out the state of California will be 
put into effect in an attempt to 
reduce accidents. 

There are several Important 
matters that will receive the at¬ 
tention of all enforcement officers 
to make night driving safe. The 
principal difficulty encountered at 
the present time is that of glaring 
headlights and the refusal of too 
many motorists to dim their head¬ 
lights upon the approach of an¬ 
other vehicle, as reqiured under 
Section 662 of the Calif. Vehicle 
code. 

Recently we have discovered 
that trucks seem to be the worst 
violators. We find some trucks 
equipped with small glaring spot 
lights which the drivers use to 
direct a dazzling, blinding glare 
into the eyes of the on-coming 
motorist who fail to dim their 
lights, or are unable to do so with 
the equipment they have on some 
of the older type of vehicles. 

In the event that the motorist 
fails to dim his headlights in time 
to suit the truck driver the motor¬ 
ist is met with a burst of light 
that, in many cases, has caused 
fatal accidents. Trucks will be 
very carefully checked for Illegal 
light equipment. Including im¬ 
properly adjusted headlights, spot¬ 
lights, fog lamps, tail lights, clear¬ 
ance lights and flares. 

We realize that headlight en¬ 
forcement is an endless job: 
Lights can be in perfect adjust¬ 
ment one night and entirely out 
of adjustment the next. In park¬ 
ing and moving ears, headlights 
are sometimes put out of align¬ 
ment. Many times a person wants 
to move a car without starting the 
motor. The first thing they do is 
shove on the headlights, causing 
them, in many cases, to be moved 
either up or down or to one side. 
Just the slightest move up will re¬ 
sult in a very glaring headlight 
as the beam will be projected up¬ 
ward from the tilted lamp. 

A regular inspection of all lights 
on a vehicle should be made night¬ 
ly before getting into your car for 
any night driving. See that both 
headlights are burning and also be 
sure tall light is burning. If this 
is done regularly it soon becomes 
a habit and is well worth the little 
trouble it takes. 

A good plan to test for glaring 
lights is as follows: Place a 
white line across the door of your 
garage, or inside on the rear wall 
that will be hit by your lights 
when you are entering or leaving 
the garage. This line should be 
placed at the same height from 
the floor of your garage as the 
headlight bulbs are above the 
floor. For example, if your head¬ 
light bulbs are 36 inches from the 
floor then place this white line 
36 inches from the floor. When 
your headlights are turned on no 
part of the main beam, from a dis¬ 
tance of 25 feet, should be above 
the line drawn across the rear 
wall. It is better to have it just 
a little lower; in which event you 
will be sure that your lights are 
not glaring and that the beams 
project downward rather than up¬ 
ward.

RISE IN WATER 
RATE UP AGAIN 
MONDAY NIGHT 

The stage was set today for re¬ 
newal of the city council battle for 
an increased water rate, as coun- 
cilmen mustered support for an¬ 
other showdown on the proposition 
next Monday night. 

To be up for adoption of the 
council is the proposed ordinance 
substituted for the emergency of¬ 
fered last Monday night at a 
special council meeting but voted 
down when Councilman Ernest H. 
Layton changed his vote to side! 
with Councilman Joe Smith in op¬ 
position. 

The proposal Monday night, how¬ 
ever, apparently will be adopted, 
tiius boosting by $I the city’s mini¬ 
mum water rates for about next 
six months. 

As far as could be learned to¬ 
day, none of the councilmen had 
decided to change their votes Mon- 
day night and thus the ordinance 
would carry with a three-to-two 
vote. It will become effective 30 
days from passage. Its provisions 
will add an estimated $9000 
monthly to the city’s water de¬ 
partment treasury for the six 
month’s, and it will eliminate 
necessity of a proposed 21-cent tax 
increase. 

The ordinance, offered as an 
"emergency" measure for last 
Monday night’s vote, is unchanged 
now except that it does not carry 
stipulation of the emergency 
clause. If it had passed as in 
emergency order of the council, 
it would have become effective 
yesterday. 

Mayor Fred C. Rowland said 
that increasing the water rate was 
the only salvation the city couid 
see of raising sufficient funds for 
meeting Santa Ana’s share of the 
cost of replacing the outfall sewer 
line, wrecked first by the earth¬ 
quake of 1933, and then repaired 
temporarily, and then washed away 
' by the flood last March. 

Another item of business up for 
' council consideration Monday night 
will be the matter of borrowing 
$50,000, preferably at low rates cf 
interest, to meet Santa Ana’s share 
of the sewer line cost. The council 
asked bidders to submit proposi¬ 
tions for the loan. If any is low 
enough, the council will accept 
and repay the borrowing from the 
increased revenue of the water 
department.

Suppose you’re an employer. You 
give a job to a high school boy 
who wants part-time work while 
going to school. But watch out: 
:hances are you’re unwittingly 
Isolating the state child labor laws 
and the school code 


The code also lists prohibited 
occupations — anything dangerous 
to life and limb or Injurious to 
health and morals. 


The provision for 16 and 17- 
year-olds has not been workable 
in Orange county to date because 
^ere have been no continuation 
classes. First such classes are be¬ 
ing formed at Placentia Junior 
high school this year, Mendenhall 
says. 


Ck>ntinuation classes usually 
concentrate on vocational work 
such as business, commercial train¬ 
ing, and trades. Modeled on adult 
education classes, they’re open to 
students from 16 to 18 in most 
places where they now operate.

'The law says you must be able j 
to produce a permit from the 
county schools department if you | 
hire anyone under 18 years of age. 
Failure to produce such is prlma 
facie evidence of Illegal employ¬ 
ment of a minor—a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine of from $50 
to $200 or Imprisonment not more 
than 60 days. 


Task of enforcement falls upon 
the state labor commission, while 
Mendenhall does the actual licens¬ 
ing for all types of work except 
theatrical work. That is handled 
by a representative of the state 
labor commission who comes to 
Orange county each Friday. (Reg¬ 
ulations on minors working in the 
theater or in motion pictures are 
doubly strict). 


While the number of work per¬ 
mits being Issued obviously does 
not equal the number of minors 
employed, it represents a large 
growth in the past few years. 
Four years ago Mendenhall was 
issuing only about four work per¬ 
mits a year. 


He hopes to gradually inform 
all employers and employes as to 
the provisions of the law without 
taking too drastic action. The 
penalty for illegal employment of 
a minor has never been invoked as 
yet; Mendenhall aa,fa every em¬ 
ployer whom he has Informed re¬ 
garding the code has willingly and 
immediately complied with its pro¬ 
visions. Anyone who would refuse 
to cooperate after being informed, 
he says, probably would have 
charges filed against him. 


Chief value of the work permit, 
says Mendenhall, is that it is a 
protection that the minor will not 
be given employment injurious to 
his health or morals; protects em¬ 
ployer who knows that the boy or 
girl is working with approval of 
authorities; provides check for 
teachers on how many hours the 
student is working outside, en¬ 
abling them to make considera¬ 
tions in judging his classwork. 


Among minors who have taken 
out permits this year include vege¬ 
table stand workers, caddies at 
golf clubs, library assistants, mes¬ 
senger boys, newspaper carrier 1 
boys, packing house workers, can¬ 
nery workers, farm laborers, em¬ 
ployes at fun zones, special de-1 
livery boys, domestic labor and | 
waitresses. 


Here’s some of the provisions of 
the school code: no minors under 
the age of 12 may be employed 
at all; at 12 and 13, they may 
be given employment on Saturdays 
and vacations—not after school 
hours. At 14 and 16, they may be 
employed after school provided 
the hours of work and the school 
hours do not total more than eight 
per day. For anyone 16 and 17, 
a work permit for full time can 
be issued; but if the work is not 
steady, attendance for three hours 
a day at continuation school 
classes is required. 


Odd jobs, such as lawn-mowing, 
naturally are excepted from the | 
code’s provisions. 


No minor under 18 may be per¬ 
mitted to work more than eight 
hours a day or 48 hours a week, 
except in agricultural labor and 
domestic employment. If under 18, 
they may not begin work before 
5 a. m. or work after 10 p. m. 
(In cases of economic necessity, 
such as illness or death in the 
family, full-time work permits will 
be granted at IS.) 


SUPER 


Job of Issuing work permits 
falls on the shoulders of Warren 
O. Mendenhall, supervisor of child 
welfare for the county schools de¬ 
partment. He says he now issues 
from 100 to 150 work permits a 
year, probably only a fraction of 
the total number of minors em¬ 
ployed. 

• * * 

Mendenhall says probably some 
500 work permits should be issued 
each year—but too many em¬ 
ployers as well as employes don’t 
know that the school code or child 
labor laws exist, consequently 
don’t have permits.

One of the most mixed-up fights 
Of ring history was the bout In 
1886 between Billy Hamilton and 
John L. Herget (“Y o u n g 
Mitchell”), who the same year 
had kayoed Featherweight Cham¬ 
pion Jack Keenan In 35 rounds. 

Young Mitchell and Hamilton 
entered the ring near San ReVael, 
California, in what weis to be an 


ordinary featherweight match. 
Fate took a turn, however, and the 
law stopped the fight alter only 
ione round. 


Next day the fight was con¬ 
tinued at West Berkeley, where 
the contestants managed to go 11 
rounds before they were again 
forced to stop by a sheriff’s con¬ 
tingent. 

One day and 23 rounds later, at 


Alvlso, the strange fight wound up 
with Hamilton on the canvas. All 
in ail, the fight went three days— 
in three different counties!

Cost of the Junior College 

The total cost of the proposed new Junior college, 
including land, i.s estimated at $700,000. 

Of this, the federal government is expected to pro¬ 
vide .S-TlSjOGO ir. the form of an outright gift, leaving 
$385,000 to be raised by an issue of 20-year 3 per cent 
bonds. The government money is available for projects 
of this nature nc tv, and will probably not be offered again. 
Santa Ana can build an adequate junior college plant with 
federal help now, or it can w.ait for several years and 
meet the entire burden unaided. 

And rememb.m this, the government is going to pass 
out that money to somebody, and if Santa Ana doesn’t 
get it, some other town will. Synta Ana taxpayers will 
have to pay their proportionate share of the government’s 
contribution to these hundreds of building projects 
throughout the nation. Defeat of the proposal here will 
not reduce the federal debt or the future payoff of the 

federal oblig.ntions by one cent. 

• • * • 

Principal opposition to a junior college suitable to a 
communitj' of this siae and wealth is based on fear of 
increased taxes. 

I’o begin with, remember that the school tax rale 
was reduced 13 cents this year. 

Next year the junior college bonds will not increase 
your tax rate one cent. 

The second year the incr'^ase will be 6 cents on $100 
of ai’sessed valuation. 

The third year the increase will be 12 cents, and 
thereafter the rate will decre.ase about one-quarter cent 
each year for 17 years, when the bond issue will be retired. 

The school tax rate was reduced 13 cents this year, 
so that if the ore-year maximum junior college increase 
were now applied, the combined school tax rate would be 
under last year. 

• • 4k • 

I’hese figures, however, will be better understood if 
brought down to a definite example. 

We will (;onriidcr the mythical .Icincs family, who have 
a home worth S.'iOOO, .as.sessed at about half that sum. The 
.loneses have two children in high school and with junior 
college ambitions Tho .Ioncf.cn want to assure their chil¬ 
dren the advantages of mod(;rn educ.'ition, and the fact 
that they can put the two half way through a regular 
four-year college course without the added expen.se of 
sending them av.^ay appeals mightily. 

The first year after the bonds are voted the .Tones 
familv will not have to pay an increased schfjol tax. 

The second year the increase would be about .St.-W, 
the third year $3, and thereafter the tax would decrease 
each year. 

Tn othci wo-ds, the Jones children can have the 
greatly increased advantages of a modem junior college, 
fully ecpiipped, at a total maximum cost of $1.50 a child 
a year. Or. this typical far'ily can send its two children 
to the makeshift junior college w'ith its all too obvious 
disadvantages and save the price of a couple of tanks of ^ 
gasoline a year. ,

Science News

Lciiumes — lc.spedczu — foiatji.' 
crops—and a lot of other hj)| woi ds 
are meaning much to farmers 
these days when soil improvement 
is almost as important as crops. 

Legumes have the happy faculty 
of enriching ttie soil on v/hich they 
grow so far as nitrogen is con¬ 
cerned. They take nilrogen di¬ 
rectly from tlie air and manufac¬ 
ture it into plant food, through a 
partnership arrangement with bac¬ 
teria that live on their roots. 

Alfalfa and red clover are the 
commoner legumes, hut ttie vetch - 
es, field peas and the annual les- 
pedezas are also important. 

There are others that most peo¬ 
ples have never heard of. The 
agronomists and plant hre<vli;rs 
have them tucked away in their 
experimental plots, testing them, 
seeing what they are good for. 
Some of them may he legumes of 
the future, plants that will allow 
the farmer to get crops profitably 
from unpromising land. 

One of the most intriguing is a 
kind of lespedeza tfiat docs not 
need to be planted eacli year. Tliis 
perennial species, Lespedeza scrl- 
cea, comes back year after year 
from the crown us in alfalfa. It 
Is still somewhat of a novelty in 
Spite of Its Introduction from Chi¬ 
na before the turn of the century. 
Although grown commercially, it 
i is still something to show visiting 
agriculturists at such places as the 
Tennessee experimental station or 
Arlington experimental farms near 
Washington. 

Older stands grow tall and bushy, 
ilay can be cut from it two or 
three times a year. One fault is i 
that it contains too much tannin, 
the stuff used for tanning leather, i 
to please livestock too well, hut 
mad into ensilage the ‘annin cun- I 
tent is reduced so that stock eat il 1 
readily. | 

It produces lots of seed which is j 
beginning to be used in poultry 
feeds. Better learn how to pro¬ 
nounce lespedeza.

That same year lie was sent a.s 
apo.stolic delegate tn India and on 
a similar mi.ssion to .Japan five 
years later. In I9.'l.’) ho became 
Archbishop of Roctiester, N. Y., 
end remained there until transfer¬ 
red to Hie Detroit diocese in 19.'!7.

Hoth In Rochester and Detroit,

Judicial .Milestone 

On your calendar tomorrow is 
just .Sept. 16 but to the federal 
courts of the land it is a nistoric 
mile.stone. 

For on tliat day go into effect 
new rules of procedure wliicti 
Cliief Justice Hughe.s and other 
legal authorities tiave hailed as 
tlie most imiiortant reform in Am- 
erieiin juri.sprudence in the last 
till yeiir.s. 

The new lule.s chalk up an¬ 
other victory for the administra¬ 
tion in Its long tu.ssle with the ju¬ 
diciary. 

F'or decades cHorLs bud been 
jniide to .sirnfilify and modernize 
Ihe cuinber.sotne and widely vary¬ 
ing system of rules that governed 
pioeedun' in the federal courts, 
liut ttie reform attempts always 
eanie to naught. In 1934 Attorney 
General Cummings tackled tlie 
joli and after montlis of quiet 
liroselytiiig on Capitol hill finally 
Siieeeedid in putting through a 
bill empowering the supreme court 
to draw up a new code of rules. 

'I’o aid in tills work tlie court 
apiioinled an advi.sory committee, 
including among otlieis former 
Attfirney General William D. 
Miteliell, Dean Charles E. Clark 
of Yale law scliool and the late 
George W. Wiekersbarn, attoiney 
general under President Taft and 
beafi of ttie Hoover law enforee- 
rneiit eornmi.ssion. Tlie committee 
mafic its reeornmendations last 
spring and tliey were approved 
by the entire eoiirl witli the ex- 
ceplion of Jiislire Hrandeis. 

'rtie new rules substitute fur tlie 
old system of 46 different sets of 
practices tone for each state) a 
simple code ot 8.6 rules that will 
be used in all federal courts. 

Among the most important re¬ 
forms is fine iif’rmitting a presid¬ 
ing jufige to call in oppiising coun¬ 
sel iieffire a trial, to agree on the 
i.ssiie.s and testimony In be eonsid- 
ercfl. Another innovation elimin¬ 
ates the endle.ss interniplions by 
altorneys to ask exceptions Ui a 
judge’s rulings. Under the old 
system, exieption.s had to he noted 
for earh point if it was to be cited 
in a siiliseqiient appeal. Under 
the new rules a lawyer may lake 
an exefqitlon without specifically 
asking for one. 

To familiarize themselves with 
the new rules lawyers all over the 
eountry have heen attenfling spe- 
eial ela.sses organized for this pur¬ 
pose. fn Washington 800 attor¬ 
neys from Ihe lapltal, Maryland 
and Virginia fiaid $.6 e<ieh to listen 
tn a series of lerttires hy memliers 
of ttie advisory committee tliat 
formulated Ihe code 

VlU'fOllV 

M. I'opiliuh Laenas, the Roman 
consul, lieing sent against the Stel- 
liales, a people of Legurio, slew 
so many of the enemy and look so 
many prisoners that the forces of 
tliat nation were reduced to 10,- 
000 men.

FOREIGN AGITATION 
OUT OF PLACE 

While labor disturbances In the 
field crop areas of Orange county 
and vicinity thus far have not as¬ 
sumed serious proportions, they 
are being watched with much con¬ 
cern by those Interested in the 
future of agriculture In this area. 
Several factors are involved which 
complicate the problem. 

Thus far the agitators have di¬ 
rected the efforts of as.serted 
striking groups largely to an at¬ 
tempt to withdraw Mexican la¬ 
borers from fields operated by 
Japanese. Violence has been either 
absent or almost negligible, but 
a detail of sheriff’s officers has 
been called out frequently on com¬ 
plaint of Jaiianesc growers that 
workers are being inlimidaled. 

Most serious Infliienee in the 
I situation, however, and one which 
stood out prominently in the hit¬ 
ter ellriis picking war of several 
sea.sons ago, is the almost bill 
' not quite official character given 
' strike learlers by the as.sertion 
I that an ’’honorary Mexican con¬ 
sular official” is heading the 
I group. It Is quite natural that 
I those of Mexican descent, making 
I up the bulk of field cron workers, 
j .should listen with respect and even 
assent, to the ideas and promulga¬ 
tions of some one asserledly 
clothed with at Ica.st the “hon¬ 
orary” sanction of their home gov¬ 
ernment. 

.Several years ago, In the citrus 
strike, Mexican consular offlilals 
al L/js Angeles denied vigorously 
that that office, or its iioine gov¬ 
ernment, had ever sanctioned sin h I 
efforts on the part of one who 
may or may not have at one time 
heen connected with the consular 
service. The denial officially has 
not been repeated In the present 
ease, although the same assertion 
as to the semi-official eonneellon 
Is being made In the striker ranks. 
I’crhapM the present aelivlty has 
not been called to the attention 
of the consulate. 

F'arm leaders, however, have 
jiubllely announced that their in¬ 
vestigation discloses that this, 
leader has no eonneellon In any 
way with the Mexican government, 
official or unofficial. But such 
denials have little force with the 
workers in face of assertions made 
either by strike leaders or hy the 
asserted re|iresentatlvc himself. 

It Is a matter which should, It 
would seem, he cleared up in a 
I definite manner. Kegardless of 
where the sympathies of Mexican 
officialdom may rest, It would 
seem that the only part of the 
Mexican consulate or any “quasl- 
1 official’’ representative of that 
government might play In labor 
I disputes in this eountry would be 
I to see that those still holding 
I citizenship of that repuhlle receive 
I Jii.st treatment. I'resuiiiiihly Mi-x- 
|lean field workers in this eountry 
jure citizens of the United .State's 
I and outside the sphere of Mexican i 
j consular aclivllles.
